Former Senator Flinn in an inter­ 
view at the close of the conference, 
w a s enthusiastic over the outlook for 
the 
success 
cf the • 
Washington 
•party's candidates. 
H e said Colonel 
Roosevelt regarded the election 
in 
Pennsylvania as of very great import­ 
ance and. that the colonel would give 
ample time 
to the campaign here,- 
coming here several 
times 
if neces­ 
sary. 


"Personally." said Mr. Flinn. 
"I 
think the election 
in 
Pennsylvania 
will be the most 
important in the 
United States. The eyes of the na 
•ticn ar-> on the contest here." 


Sees No Chance for Penrose 


Asked what he thought of Senator 
Penrose's 
chances of election. Mr. 
"Flinn replied: "I don't think he has 
any chance. The primary election in­ 
dicates his ful! strength. He would 
have to get at least 
400.000 
votes 
to win. H e would have to get 50 per 
cent more than. Taft, and that he can 
not do.

Throttle Progressive Legislation. 


"The Republican 
state 
senate," 
said Mr. Flinn, "throttled all the pro­ 
gressive legislation at the last ses­ 
sion of the legislature, and that legis­ 
lation is just as urgent now a s it was 
then, but the people won't trust, the 
Republican 
organization 
leaders,. as 
any sensible man knows they won't 
do what they promise in^the way of 
progressive lgeislation." 


Mr. Flinn referred to the enroll­ 
ment law as a fraud, and said the en­ 
rollment figures gave n o indication, o: 
party strength. 
"The registrars in 
many Instances 
outside 
of the big 
cities" h e said, "enrolled voters just 
a s they pleased, and as-most of the 
registrars are Republican 
machine 
followers they naturally put the vot­ 
ers down as Republicans."

Bids Will be Asked for Roads in Thi 
^ 
Part of State. 


The state highway department 
is 
preparing to advertise for bids on 
state-aid 'construction 
in Cambria, 
Fayette, M6Kean, York, Chester, Ly­ 
coming, Montgomery and Tioga coin- 
ties and for bids on a small piece Of 
approach work on. a Sproul highway 
in Westmoreland county. These bids 
will close on June 16. 


In Cambria county there are two 
contracts, one of which is in East 
Taylor township and East Conemaug 
borcugh. 
The length of this stretch 
is 9,185 feet and the construction is 
to be .of brick block 
on a concrete 
foundation in East Conemaugh bor­ 
ough, while alternate bids will be re­ 
ceived on a course concrete roadway 
and brick block paving on a concrete 
foundation for the piece in East Tay­ 
lor township. 


The other Cambria county piece of 
work is in Barnesboro borough, the 
length being 6,242 feet and is to be 
brick block paving. 


The McKean county bid is 
for 
work to be done in 
Port Allegany 
borough, a distance of 6,272 feet, 
of 
brick block paving.

NEW LIGHTSHIP LOST 
WITH 25 MEN ABOARD 


Sturdy Halifax No. 19 Wrecked 


in Fag Off Nova Scotia. 


Halifax, X. S., May 2 4 . - T h e battered 
bulk of the new lightship, the Halifax 
19, w a s found- among the breakers on 
Liscomb island, five miles from the 
mainland. She struck during the deuse 
fog which has enshrouded the coast 
for several days, and it is believed her 
crew of tweuty-five a r e lost. 


Sis bodies hearing life belts 
have 
been recovered by the steamer Duffer- 
iu. 
Both lifeboats which the vessel 
carried were also found. 
A search of 
the rocky little islands in the vicinity 
was made in the hope that some of 
the crew might have been able to get 
through the surf alive. 


Word reached the Canadian 
marine 
department here that the hull of the 
lightship was broken in halves. 


The ship w a s on her maiden voyage 
from her builder's yards at Paisley. 
Scotland, to take up her station off 
Snmbro ledges, near Halifax 
harbor. 
Captain MaeBeth and Chief Engineer 
McKenzie were the only members of 
the crew known here. T h e men were 
shipped in Glasgow. 


T h e 
government 
steamers 
Stanley 
and 
Lady 
Laurier. were 
ordered to 
search for possible survivors or for 
more bodies. 


Although t h e lightship w a s t h e last 
word in stanch steel construction and 
carried one twenty-three foot lifeboat 
and a powerful twenty-four foot motor 
launch, the Canadian marine depart­ 
ment has little hope that any on hoard 
escaped. 
Long tollers from the north 
Atlantic break over the jagged rocks 
with 
terrific 
force 
in the calmest 
weather. 
All vessels give the spot as 
wide, a berth as possible.

American Peole Too Prone to Treat 
• With Indiffernece or Contempt the 
Foreigner 
Who Comes 
Here to 
Make^a 
Home—Italians a Thrifty 
Race. 


T h e citizens of Clearfield 
received 
a r a r e treat Sunday when Dr. E. H. 
Wright, of N e w York, 
gave 
three 
of his interesting talks on his work 
among t h e Italians. Dr. Wright h a s 
had a wide experience with t h e Ital­ 
ian work, having been pastor of t h e 
American 
church in Italy for four 
years 
and 
district 
superintend­ 
ent t h e r e for four years. H e is n o w 
district superintendent of all the ter­ 
ritory in America east of t h e Missis­ 
sippi. 


In t h e morning 
h e 
gave a short 
talk to t h e Sunday school 
scholars 
of Trinity church, 
a n d later in t h e 
morning 
talked to t h e members of 
the Eleventh Street church. 


Cheers Hospital Patients. 


In t h e afternoon Dr. Wright,- 
on 
hearing that there we're some Italian 
in t h e Clearfield hospital, and being 
thoroughly in love with his work, s a c 
rificed an afternoon of rest and went> 
to see those w h o were ill. There he 
found several Italians who w e r e not 
only ' 1 ' physically, b u t who were 
downcast a n d lonely for t h e slight of 
some one or something 
from their 
home-land. T h e visit of Dr. Wright 
revived their spirits and gave them 
new courage. 


In t h e evening Dr. Wright gave a 
very interesting lecture in t h e W e s t 
Side M. E . church. T h e doctor is an 
earnest.forceful speaker and held t h e 
undivided attention of his audience 
during t h e entire evening. 


In his frank, open-hearted w a y h e 
told of h i s experience in t h e Land 
of Sunshine. H e pointed out t o 
t h e 
American 
people their weakness in 
regard to t h e foreigner. 


Should Apply GolBen Rule. 


He said: " W e mdght apply 
the 
Golden Rule t o ourselves. No Ameri­ 
can would like t o be nicknamed as 
we have nicknamed t h e Italian. W h y 
not 'Do u n t o others 
a s you would 
that t h i y ^hould do t o you?' 
T h e 
majority of Ameircans m a k e 
practi­ 
cally no effort to Christianize t h e for 
eigner, but .always look upon him as 
an undesirable 
citizen." T h e doctor 
told of several instances where the 
Italian has m a d e . good in this coun­ 
try and mentioned 
several that a r e 
occupying prominent positions 
and 
are 
good 
Christian 
citizens. 
"They 
do not come to America to beg h e 
said, "but t o m a k e good, and insteakl 
oi being encouraged 
they 
a r e met 
with hatred and distrust. There a r e 
two-thirds of t h e foreign 
population 
in America that a r e either 
indiffer­ 
ent to their church or a r e affiliated 
with no religious 
denomination ". 
Dr. Wright even cited some instances 
where t h e Italian 
was barred from 
public worship in America. "Here in 
our free and glorious 
land, 
which 
was founded by our Puritan Fathers, 
everyone might 
worship 
unmolested 
according t o t h e dictates of his own 
heart.

for

J a m e s Dunkle, at or near Cataract 
early Sunday morning, April 19. 


T h e commonwealth is represented 
by Messrs. Welch, Kelley a n d Mur­ 
ray; and t h e defendant 
will 
have 
Messrs. Gleason and Urey t o look 
after his interests. T h e jury 
being 
selected this afternoon is being tak­ 
en from t h e panel which w a s called 
at t h e criminal court t h e first 
week 
in May. 


Judge Bell will hear the case. 


Killed at a Dance. 


Dunkle attended a dance a t one of 


tl,- 
houses at Cataract Saturday eve­ 
ning, April 18, and Hoston, a color­ 
ed m a n was one of t h e musicians.Th 
dance was attended b y t h e denizens 
of that 
part of t h e county, 
where 
race or color is n o t a b a r to social 
enjoyment and where morals a r e said 
to b e at a low ebb. 


There were no disturbances 
dur­ 
ing t h e evening, and t h e d a n c e w a s 
continued until t h e early 
hours of 
Sunday morning. 


It was during an interval of t h e 
festivities 
that 
Dunkel w a s slashed 
with a knife which w a s wielded by 
Hoston it is 
alleged, 
t h e 
wounded 
man dying in about tfifteen 
minutes. 
There were m a n y witnesses t o t h e 
cutting, and the story first told w a s 
to t h e effect that while Dunkle w a s 
standing 
talking t o another 
person 
Hoston went behind him and slashed 
him across t h e stomach without warn 
ing. 


. Hoston Shot in Back. 


After t h e cutting Hoston started to 
run from t h e scene, but 
man nam­ 
ed Burfield picked 
u p a 22-caliber 
revolver and fired twice a t t h e flee­ 
ing negro, both bullets entering his 
back. 
Hoston w a s arrested and 
brought to t h e county jail, w h e r e his 
wounds were attended to, not being 
sericus. 


The 
community 
in 
which 
this 
crime was committed 
is 
said to be 
one of t h e most lawless in Pennsylva 
nia. T h e people in that vicinity have 
intermarried for years, and black and 
white intermingle with seeming indif­ 
ference to either religious precept or 
man-made laws. A killing of a man 
in that 
community causes no more 
excitement than would t h e shooting 
of a deer. 


The jury in this case is now be­ 
ing drawn. 


At t h e conclusion of this case the 
West Side murder case will b e taken 


up.

Roosevelt Says New York Musi 


Be Bolstered Up. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 24.—Colonel 
Roosevelt and the Progressive leaders 
who visited his home here discussed 
couditious in New York 
state and 
Ohio. 


Theodore 
Douglas Robinson, 
chair­ 
man of the New York state Progres­ 
sive committee and a nephew of the 
colonel, said lie thought he knew some­ 
thing about the situation in New York 
in so far as the Progressives were con­ 
cerned, when lie arrived, hut he went 
away with his viewpoint altered con­ 
siderably. The colonel put aside, with 
a wave of his hand, all discouraging 
reports and said that New York 
n-'-jt 
be bolstered up. 


As the opening suggestion he propos­ 
ed Oscar S. Straus for United States 
senator. 
When this hud been discuss­ 
ed other names were considered for 
other offices. 
Among them was' that 
Bainbridge Colby, one of the most ac­ 
tive workers in the 1912 campaign. 
It w a s proposed to make him candi­ 
date for governor. 
Frederick M. Dav­ 
enport, former state senator and nomi­ 
nee for lieutenant governor in 1912, 
when Mr. Straus headed the state tick­ 
et, w a s considered for this place, and 
so was William H. Hotchkiss, former 
Progressive state chairman. 


It is understood here that Mr. Straus 
will accent the nomination as United 
States senator and that he is prepared 
to make a hard fight. 
Colonel Roose­ 
velt, it is understood, is satisfied that 
Mr. Straus can win at the direct pri­ 
maries.

ENVOYS THINK PEACE 
IN MEXICO IS NEAR 


Optimisa Eiidsnt After Cn- 
ferencs With Dsltgilss. 


. Niagara Falls,, Ont, May 24.— Sub­ 
stantial progress was made in the ne­ 
gotiations to end Mexico's troubles, 
and the ambassador of Brazil and the 
ministers of Argentina and Chile an­ 
nounced that a conference had em­ 
phasized the likelihood of a favorable 
outcome of the peace negotiations. 


The conference was the first formal 
meeting of the A, B, C envoys and the 
delegates of the United States and 
Mexico since their opening session on 
Wednesday. 
It lasted only an hour, 
but during that time "several interest­ 
ing points" were considered, according 
to the statement issued on behalf of 
the mediators. 


The main point under discussion 
bad to do with the settlement of the 
Mexican land question, upon which 
President Wilson insists. It was learn­ 
ed after the conference that the Mexi­ 
can delegates, while conceding that 
the problem was one that might be 
brought into a plan for a general set­ 
tlement of Mexico's difficulties, held 
that it should not be so treated as to 
leave the government of Mexico com­ 
mitted to settle it in any particular 
way. • 
. It was stated that the Mexican dele­ 
gates expressed the hope that Presi­ 
dent Wilson would not insist upon 
terms for the adjustment of this prob­ 
lem that would make it impossible to 
adopt a different policy should circum­ 
stances make it desirable. 
Tbey felt 
that latitude should be left in any 
agreement reached here for a settle­ 
ment of the problem as future events 
dictated. 


The question of land reform has 
formed the subject of several interest­ 
ing "conversations" between the media­ 
tors and the delegates of the two par­ 
ties to the negotiations, each set of 
delegates meeting the envoys at dif­ 
ferent tjmee.

Would Have Bean Used In Trial, but 
ProMcutor Thought Case Was Strong

Becker 
passed t o t h e four gunmen in the 
Sing Sing death bouse a r e in t b e hand* 
of District Attorney Whitman. 


If tbe trial of t b e former police of- 
vfldal bad .taken a turn adverse to tbe 
' prosecution Mr. Whitman would have 
'• p o t t b e secretly written letters In a s 
state's evidence. 


T h e convicted Becker wrote in these 
notes, it is said, urging that tbe (our 
gunmen protect him In any confession 
they might give before going to tbe 
•• electric chair. 


"Dou't squeal," is t h e message at- 


- 
trfbuted to Becker. 
-The district attorney got one of the 
notes from Mrs. "Lefty Louis" Rosen- 
' Berg, widow of one of t h e gunmen, 
v. while Becker's trial w a s on. H e did 
n o t use them, a s be believed he had 
strong enough case against Becker. 
Mrs. Rosenberg came into possession 
Of t h e notes on the. last visit she made 
to h e r husband. 
H e told her, so she 


- 
informed Whitman, that tlie.v were not 
to be used until after the death of the 
gunmen. 


"Lefty Louie" confided to his wife. 
' 
so she told Whitman, that Becker was 
frightened 
over t h e prospect of the 
four men turning against him, and he 
wrote t h e letters to bolster up their 
courage. 


T b e messages were hidden in the 
pages of a book that Becker passed 
Into the cell of "Lefty Louie." 


Messages Ware Brief. 


T h e gunman saw that the book w a s 
handed on to the others- and later 
sent back to. Becker's cell. 
Another 
note w a s later on communicated in 
the same way. 


-Each message .to tbe gunmen w a s 
brief. 
Whitman has had t h e hand- 


v 
writing compared with that of Becker, 
and experts say it is unquestionably 
bis. 
T b e writing in the notes was an 
apparent attempt at disguise, but the 
'characteristics are the same as Beck­ 
er's, so the experts stay. 


T o get the messages from 
Becker's 
cell to those of the gunmen t h e ut- 
•• most ingenuity had to be used so as 
to prevent:the guards from suspecting 
a trick. Mrs. Rosenberg told Whitman 
that the gunmen used a hook on re- 
. llgion that had been given them by one 
of^tlieir spiritual advisers. 


Whitman left town for a rest after 
the stress of the trial and no one in 
Ills office would discuss the messages 
'.''Vi'from Becker. 
B u t It w a s admitted 
that such notes were a t hand and that 
Whitman would have used them had 
:.v. t h e necessity arisen 


Although bitterly cast down over the 
- verdict that condemns him to the elec­ 
tric chair, Becker assumed a cheerful
